of a standing or a falling church, 
jnclnsive eridence of the truth or 
I of every Bchome of doctrine, but 
fact, the test, of Bpiritual lif e, thp 
of a dead or living soul. Where 
ievL'd from the heart, all is Uffht — 
of life, and liberty, and love 1 

is denied, [whether virtually or 
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frown, and wins for us a Father'a smile ; it 
takes the ecom^ of vengeanoe from his 
hand, and BweetenB all our sorrows with 
the knowledge of his love ; it roba the 
grave of all its terrors, and changes deatn 
from a corse into a bles^g! It is a great 
redemption, for it found ns Satan's slaves 
— the heirs of sin and sorrow, and the 
three-fold death — and made na sons of 
God, and heirs with his dear Son — theirs to 
the victor's p^m, the nniading crown, the 
Saviour's throne ; it finds aa (at hest) 
covered with the " filthy rags " of creature 
righteousness, and clothes us in the spotless 
robes of righteousness Divine ! It is a 
great redemption ! 

2. It b a costly redemption, for it cost 
the humiliation, sufferings, and death of 
God's most precious Son ; yea, it was so 
costly, that as angels gazed upon the 
dying Saviour, and beheld the intensity

of his sufferings — " the agony and bloody 
sweat, the cross and passion "—^and re- 
membered the dignity of his person as 
the Logos^ the Eternal Word, who in the 
beginning " was with God, and was God" 
— ^had it not been for their implicit confi- 
dence in the omniscience and omnipotence 
of Jehovah, a suspicion might well have 
crossed the minds of those angeUc wit- 
nesses whether the sacrifice made for fallen, 
man's redemption was not too costly. 
Oh! when we consider that every drop of 
blood that poured from Immanuel's gaping 
wounds had Divine value stamped upon it; 
that every tear he shed may, in a certain 
sense, be said to have trickled from the 
heart of God, may we not well exclaim, in 
mingled wonder and adoring gratitude — ^It 
was a costly redemption ! 

3. It is a complete redemption; for, "the 
offering of Christ once made, is the perfect 
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redemption, propitiation, and satis&ction'* 
for aU tte sins of God's elect, " botfi , 
original and actual" — for all tteir sina 
be/ore converaon, and all their ^na after 
converBion. So that God can love his 
redeemed even while they are yet dead in 
trespasses and sins ; (see Eph. ii. 4, 5,) ho 
that God can look upon his redeemed aniJ' 
Bay, " I have not beheld iniquity in Jacoh, 
neither hare I seen perverseness in ferael." 
(^um. xxiii, 21.) Redemption is sk 
complete as the wisdom, power, and love, 
of JehoVah can make it. Totally uncon- ' 
ditional ; wholly irrespective of anything 
in, or to he done %, the elect ; without 
" if" or " but," The terms in which it b 
proclaimed are not, " Jjf^thou wilt return' 
unto me, I will redeem thee ;" but " I 
have redeemed thee, therefore return unto 
me!" (Isa. sliv. 22.) It is a complete 
redemption. 
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4. It ia a ^ishid redemption.^ 'for, 
when tfesus bowed Ub head, and «ried
